Admiral Stunted. writes to the

Ona af tha objects Tt had in 
view in raising funds for the 
presetvation and restatatian of 
ELMS. Victory was to bring be 
fore the whole Empire, and par-

During the first twenty days 
af this month (August) no fewer 
than fifteen thougana peuple have 


“visited the ship, now proudly 


resting, after 150 year's service, 
in the historical No. 2 Dock 
at Portsmouth Among the 


’ visitors to the ship was one man 


whose great-grandfathar served in 
the ship at Trafalgar. He had 
journeyed far to see the ship, and 
on reaching the quarter-deck and 
beholding for the first time the 
place where Nelson fell, he drop, 
ped upon his knezs and in lond, 
impassioned tones gave expres 
sion to prayer and thanksgiving 
that his pilgrimage had ended 
happily and that these sacred 
planks endured for the admiration 
of those who honoured the names 
of England and Nelson. Quita a 
considerable crowd. was on the 
upper deck, and gathering round 
in a solemn hush they bent their 
heads and listened to him, while 


all the men present removed 
their hats. This is a yrery 
great tribute: and it is very 


pleasing to my committee that. . 
the work of restoring and .pre- 
serving: the ship haa met «ith 
such general approval. 

The fund is performing a great 
sefvice,and I am satisfied that
